Historic Section of Sag Harbor Under Siege 


BY DAN RATTINER 


One time when | was in college in the 
late 1950s, someone told me that many of 


my college friends were going downtown to the 


center of town to demonstrate for civil rights. 


I went with them. The demonstration was . 
against the Woolworth 5 and 10 cent store in - 
Rochester, New York, which had in it a lunch. 


counter where African-Americans were not 
permitted to sit. eG. 

I spent a good part of that afternoon, perhaps 
four hours, silently walking back and forth in 
front of the store with my friends, carrying a 
sign that read SEGREGATION IS WRONG. I had 
not written that sign. Others had. We were 
photographed, heckled, cheered on, watched 
over by the police. I was 19 that year and knew 


- inequality was wrong. But segregation? I spent 


a long time thinking about that sign as I walked. 


Perhaps segregation is all right, if schools and _ 


roads and parks are equal in everything. Some 
people of a feather do like to stick together. 
Others in a group like to fly away—and then like 
knowing they can always come back to where 
they came from. But I just thought about that, 
and didn’t say anything about it. 


The memory of that day came to mind today 
when I learned there is a “hostile takeover” 
effort going on here in the Hamptons in 


-an African-American residential enclave 


in Sag Harbor that rests between Hampton 
Road coming into town and the bay beach to 
the north. 

This community has signs announcing its 
presence on the road that leads into it. It is not 


one enclave but three that blend seamlessly 


one into the other. One is called Ninevah, the 
next is called Azurest and the third is called 
Sag Harbor Hills. These communities consist 
of small, well-put-together homes, with front 
lawns, picket fences, backyards and cars in the 
driveway. And as it happens, it is populated 
almost entirely by African-Americans, a mixture 
of local workers and city people who come out 
in the summertime. They were steered here by 
circumstance. In the 1950s, African-Americans 
were not able to get mortgages. And African- 
Americans were not welcome in much of white 
America. And so they were urged into these 
communities because that was where they 
were allowed to buy and move in. 


The people in these communities, however, — 


have always been house (Cont'd on next page)

proud. Quiteafewclimbed theladder ofeconomic 
success. Their prosperity shows in their homes. 
And who knew this one would turn out so 
well? The communities even end on the bay at 
a beach. 

Colson Whitehead, now a bestselling author, 
grew up summering in Ninevah, Etc., as I will 
call it. His fourth book was Sag Harbor, about 
his childhood there, riding his bike with his 
friends, going to the movies or the beach or 
getting into some sort of trouble or other for 
which his parents made him pay. 

Now, however, something rather alarming is 
going on. To the larger community, Ninevah, Etc. 
now qualifies as an undervalued property ripe 
for a hostile takeover. This is the “Hamptons,” 
after all. 

_It’s been underway for about six months. 
During that time, six or seven properties have 
been sold to mysterious individuals who wish 
to hide behind a corporate veil. The purchasers’ 
names, something innocuous like “Big Hills,” 
end in LLC (Limited Liability Corporation). The 
houses they are hoping to build on these small 
lots, many already in the planning stages, are 
loaded with swimming pools, tennis courts, 
six or seven bedrooms and hedgerows to keep 
prying eyes out. These properties, if built, will 
be grand mansions fit for those with seven- 
figure incomes. 

Also during this time, there have been 


well-dressed people going around, knocking — 


on doors and identifying themselves not as 
prospective new neighbors wishing to say 


hello but as agents for unidentified others 
who want to make offers for the home they are 
visiting. These homes have not been put on the 
market. Some have said $600,000 is the price 
being offered. 

In a recent New York Times story, a longtime 
local resident of Ninevah, Etc., sitting on his 
porch, was quoted as saying, “I don’t know Mr. 
and Mrs. LLC.” 

The Ninevah communities have been visited 
by or been home to Harry Belafonte, Lena 
Horne, Colin Powell, B. Smith and a whole lot 
of other people. They should, arguably, be 
protected for the local residents, just as the 
nearby Eastville community has been pursuing 
a historic preservation designation. 


Six or seven properties have 

been sold to mysterious individuals 
who hide behind a corporate veil. 
The name ends in “LLC.” 


I’m told that the Village Board, now alerted, 
is considering designating Ninevah Etc. as 
a historic district. There are discussions to 
severely limit house size. 

I have a further idea. The treasure here, 
black or white, is neighborliness. Limit fence 
heights to four feet on the sides. Then declare 
that foliage too thick to see through shall be 
considered a fence. It should be a RIGHT for 


people who want to live in a community such as 
this to be out front or in the side yards of their 
homes talking to their neighbors about this or 
that without anything obstructing it. People 
can see in (unless you close the curtains.) The 
occupants can see out. 

I believe that, in the end, with the Aeip 
of some absent bushes, Ninevah, Etc., can 
be saved. 


MONTAUK EDITORIAL 

The storm Hermine that missed Long Island 
last week resulted in a tide rising two feet and 
storm surf pounding our shores. On a scale of 1 
to 10, it was about a 6. A storm. Not a big deal. 

In Montauk, this middle-of-the-road storm 
attacked and destroyed a considerable part of 
the brand new $9 million half-mile long beach 
protection sandbag and sand dune wall that 
the wonderful Army Corps of Engineers put 
out on the ocean beachfront in downtown 
Montauk. It took six months to complete, and, 
with just a few, little final touches to do, was 
declared a pride of the town in April. Yes, there 
had been, during the construction, protests 
and demonstrations by some local residents, 
sometimes blocking tractors and backhoes 
working to complete this job. 

Iwas one of those who argued that the Army 
Corps of Engineers knows what it is doing. Let the 
U.S. Army finish their job. It’s a gift for Montauk. 
Our downtown is in danger of flooding. During 
Sandy, it was only prevented from flooding by 
town fire department and (Continued on page 30)

House for $1 


A House Built in 1679 Mecox Could Be Torn Down

outhampton Town was settled in 1640 by 
English settlers who came by boat from 
Lynn, Massachusetts. Four years later, some 
of these settlers moved on to Water Mill and 
Mecox and Bridgehampton. They numbered 


in the hundreds. They built homes here. They © 


built wooden meeting halls and churches. 
These were among the first English settlements 
in the State of New York. 

Aman named Benjamin Haines, a wheelwright, 
is found in old records to have emigrated from 
Salem, Massachusetts to Mecox several years 
after that. He wasn’t an original settler. He was 
a newcomer. He shows up in old records as a 
resident here in 1667 to settle first in the North 
Sea Area and later near Kellis Pond. He would 
have been 24 years old when he arrived here. 
He bought a small part of a property subdivided 
in 1679 and built a house on it. 


Nearly all the old homes built by early settlers 
are gone now. The few left, we treasure. They 
include the Halsey House in Southampton and 
the “Home Sweet Home” house in East Hampton. 

It has now been learned that the home built 
by Benjamin Haines is still here. It is the “core” 
of a private residence at 849 Hayground Road, 
a home with two wings on it, one to the north 
and one to the south, both of which were built 
nearly 200 years after the original house. 

This house has been recently sold for about 
$4 million by David Walentas. You will know 
it as part of “Two Trees,” the vast farm where 
polo matches in the Hamptons were held in 
recent years. Other parts of the farm have been 
either developed as residential sites or saved 
with agricultural conservation easements. 
But the farmhouse, the headquarters where 
David and his wife Jane have lived for the last 
20 years, was sold for that price with only 
2.5 acres of land out of the 115 acres that 


this farmhouse was originally part of. 

David and Jane Walentas have built a new 
home on the ocean. They wanted to put this old 
farmhouse into good hands. 

“I didn’t get anything in writing about saving 
this house,” Walentas said today in a phone 


_ call. “I was reassured by the buyer he intended 


to save it. But now, I’m told, he’s changed his 
mind. I suppose | really shouldn’t care. But | 
do. I’ve tried to work with the Town where we 
could have it moved to some of the acreage on 
the rest of the property. We could find a use 
for it. | think the Town means well. But they 
just get in their own way. And now |’m told that 
isn’t going to happen. There’s no building site 
available in the development. And nothing gets 
built on the easement. It needs to be saved. 
Maybe there’s something you could write in the 
paper. Your house for a dollar. Take it away.” 
Frankly, I didn’t think this house was that 
old. It just looks like a (Cont'd on page 32)

building department bulldozers successfully 
stacking piles of sand where the sea had 
broken through. 

Well, one little modest storm blew out 300 
feet of sand, exposed the sandbags beneath and 
cut into and destroyed some of these bags. It’s a 
grand mess, mostly in front of the Royal Atlantic 
Resort and the Sloppy Tuna. The naysayers 
were right. The Town Board for accepting this 
was wrong. I was wrong. The Army Corps does 
not know what it is doing. 

That Montauk downtown was saved from 
this little storm by the existing sandbags might 
be true. But, cut and battered, these sandbags 
have created a mess that will only grow in size 
as future high tides pound into it on either side. 

There are two interesting projects nearby. 


One is a vast tonnage of sand, just sand alone, 
poured during the course of a year between 
Sagaponack and Mecox, a distance of six miles, 
to create a vast 200-yard beach, came through 
this storm without any problem. The other is 
that the entire eastern end of the Village of West 
Hampton Dunes consists of a 60-foot-tall wall of 
steel pounded into the ocean bottom parallel to 
the beach, upon which tons of sand has been 
poured and which survived this storm, and all 
storms, for the last 11 years. 

I'd always thought of the Army Corps of 
Engineers as the soldiers who built pontoon 
bridges under fire during World War II, and in 
fact, that was them. How hard could buttressing 
Montauk be? They had done the steel wall. | 
figured they knew what to do. But they don’t.

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In the run up to the building of the sandbag 
beachworks in Montauk, the plan was to put in 
the underground sandbags and on top of them 
create a 16-foot sand dune extending several 
hundred yards out into the ocean, such as 
was done in Sagaponack-Mecox (paid for 
by wealthy people who have oceanfront 
homes there by agreeing to pay for a town- 
obtained bond.) 


Then the Army Corps of Engineers 
presented their plan for the billion- 
dollar Fire Island to Montauk beach 
preservation project... 


But from the plan to the building of the 
Montauk beach project, some things went by 
the wayside. The 200-yard-wide beach would 
have to wait. The sandbags would hold at the 
back of the beach where the 200-yard beach 
would have been attached. They’d top the 
sandbags with three feet of sand. We’d have 
to make do with a 50-yard beach until that Fire 
Island to Montauk billion dollar project got 
underway....someday. 

Also, the town and Suffolk County would have 
to be responsible for the replenishment of the 
three feet of sand on top of the sandbags, not 
the feds. The feds would agree to 120,000 cubic 
yards every four years. Other than that, we’d be 
on our own. Oh, that’s not what we agreed at 
the start? Well, now, take it or leave it. 

We took it. What a mess. 

In the Army Corps plan for the billion-dollar 
Fire Island to Montauk beach preservation 
project, guess what? Other than those 
120,000 cubic yards of sand every four years, 
Montauk is not on it. This “temporary” project 
until the bigger project is completed is now 
considered “done.” 

There’s a meeting about all this, with the 
Army Corps, at the Montauk Playhouse on 
September 28 at 6 p.m. Be there. 

There’s only this one piece of good news, such 
as it is. Legally, the town and county accept 
responsibility for keeping the sand replenished 
atop the sandbags after the project is declared 
“completed” by the Army Corps and the papers 
are signed. 

The project is completed, but guess what? 
Nothing has been signed. It is therefore still up 
to the Army Corps to fix this, and not us. Yet, 
I am also told the Army Corps wants to argue 
about this. Amazing! 

Every day that goes by, the sea is taking 
more and more of what they built. I expect, 
as we should all expect, that the Army Corps 
of Engineers be out there with their workmen 
on Monday at the latest and fix the part torn 
out to at least prepare this catastrophe for the 
next storm. But then I expect on Tuesday they 
come in and tear the whole thing out. And on 
Wednesday they come in and add 1 million tons 
of sand as was done at Sagaponack-Mecox. 

I think there is a law that says if you are not

After My Cursive Writing Spellchecker, Meet My Backscratcher

_few weeks ago, | announced in this magazine 

my quest to become instantly filthy rich 
by inventing a new Silicon Valley gizmo that 
Facebook or Google or Apple would quickly 
snatch up for a bil’ or two.

Snap 
it on, pick up a pen and write down what you 
want to say. If you make a mistake, the bracelet 
buzzes and shakes gently on your wrist. You 
stop. Then the bracelet issues a white spray 
to cover up the mistake, pushes your hand 
gently back to the beginning of that word and 
then guides your hand forward to make you 
spell it correctly. 

I grant that a Longhand Spellchecker Bracelet 
would appeal to a contracting market as more 
people learn typing and fewer people write 
longhand. (Schools no longer teach longhand— 
they call it cursive writing whatever that is—to 
our young.) At present, however, there is a 
market. And an advantage of this product is 


that it is also a learning tool. Write wrong, it 
goes back and guides you through writing right. 
You learn that. Writing software spellcheck 
does not do that. There is no learning curve for 
you. If anything, it makes you just not care. The 
fix is made by the program. 

Well, the drawbacks apparently outweighed 
the plusses with this product, because since I 
announced the Longhand Spellchecker Bracelet, 
I have heard nothing from Mr. Zuckerberg, 
Cook or Schmidt. Not a peep. 

But I am not giving up. This month, I am 
launching another gizmo into the fray, namely 
my Voice Activated Back Scratching Drone. 

The Voice Activated Back Scratching Drone 
is exactly what it says it is. It lives on the night 
table by your bed, its rotator paddles folded up 
in beetle wing fashion one atop the other so as 
not to take up much room. It is one-foot-long 
and is named Phil. 

“Phil,” you may ask, “let’s do it.” 

“Let’s do it” is my copyrighted and patented 
command that causes Phil’s rotors to snap into 
place, his big eyes to glow and his undercarriage 
to pop down wheels. 

You sit on the bed and take off your shirt. 


“Come,” is my next copyrighted and 
patented command. 
Phil whirrs, rises up vertically and 


flutters over to the bed (you train it to 
your voice—it’s in the instruction manual 
how to do that) and commences to hover

eight inches behind the center of your back. 

“Begin.” 

An eight-inch-long metal arm telescopes out 
from Phil’s cockpit, issues small metal fingers at 
the tip, places them on your spine between your 
shoulder blades, and commences to scratch 
gently. Phil will answer to six different specific 
backscratching commands. They are “higher, 
lower, a bit to the right, a bit to the left, harder, 
softer” and the final copyrighted and patented 
command, which is “That’s IT.” 

With that, Phil retracts its arm, hovers 
off two feet backwards, comes around to your 
bare chest, looks you in the eye, takes a little 
bow and makes a chirping sound. You then can 
issue your final command, which is “Return 
to base.” 

With that, Phil returns carefully to the exact 
spot on your night table from whence he took 
off, folds back up and shuts down. It’s important 
that during Phil’s ministrations you do NOT 
move anything around on your night table 
because Phil is programmed to land exactly at 
the spot from whence he earlier took off. 

Phil comes in blue for the men, pink for the 
women, brushed stainless steel for those who 
do not identify with a particular gender and red 
with white polka dots for the kids. It runs on 
two AA batteries, which will keep it powered 
for approximately 50 back-scratch sessions. It’s 
a perfect gift for Christmas.

big white colonial. In fact, much of it around 
the core was built and added on to in 1879 and 
1910, old enough to be saved by themselves. 

But 1879 and 1910 are one thing. There are 
a lot of old houses in town from that era that 
could be saved. But here is a colonial that was 
built when we were a British colony. This is a 
whole different story. 

“There are four fireplaces in the old part,” 
Walentas told me. “One in each bedroom and 
one large one facing out into the living room on 
one side and the kitchen on the other.” 

Yup. That’s how they built them back then. 
Very likely it has wooden pegs for nails. 

And then there is this. During a renovation 20 
years ago, the Walentases found a brass plaque 
on one of the original beams. The plaque says 


that James Haines restored and added onto 
this house in 1779 that was originally built by 
Benjamin Haines in 1679. 

“How long do we have?” I asked Walentas. 

“I think probably a year. | don’t think the new 
owner is in any hurry. I think if someone wants 
to pay a $1 and take it away, he’d be amenable 
to that.” 

The Bridgehampton Museum thinks that this 
house was built in 1679 by Benjamin Haines. 
He had a son, Deacon James Haines, and there 
was a Lucius Haines and, in the census of 1800, 
a Col. David Haines. This part of Mecox was 
where salt hay found elsewhere in wetlands was 
taken by wagon to spread out to dry. Farming 
also went on here. There were very few homes 
north of the highway then. In all of Mecox 
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where every home in the area is on an old map 
published in 1800, there are just two homes 
on Hayground Road. One was this one. On the 
Montauk Highway further into town were other 
homes and churches. None of the others have 
survived. 


One thing | thought could be done 
with the historic part of the Haines — 
House is to put it up on wheels and 
move it a few hundred yards. 


Since Colonel David Haines is listed in the 
census of 1800, I wondered if he’d fought in 
the Revolution that freed us from the English, 
but I could not find him. Back during the 
Revolutionary times, some local men joined 
the militias that formed in the different towns. 
I looked through the lists of those men in those 
militias. No Haines. ; 

But particularly after the Battle of Long 
Island, where George Washington got beat and 
fled to Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, all of the 
East End was under the control of the British. 
British officers went around knocking on doors, 
asking people to sign a pledge to King George 
the Third. There’s no list of the names of the 
people in that, but there is a report to the King 
that about 350 people did that in Southampton 
Town and about 500 did in East Hampton, even 
though East Hampton is a smaller settlement. 

One thing I thought that could be done with 
the historic part of the Haines House is to put 
it up on wheels and take it a few hundred yards 
to the Walentas’s property. He could park it 


- there. Surround it with evergreen trees. Nobody 


would have to look at it. On wheels it’s not a 
house, it is a vehicle. Parked. . 

Walentas, who has, with his son, developed 
Dumbo in Brooklyn during the last 30 years, 
thinks in terms of making money. He’s listed 
now as a billionaire. But it is probably hard for 
somebody like him to think of spending money 
on something he’s now sold. It’s a stretch. Do 
it, David. : 

But my asking him to do that doesn’t really 
save it. In two generations, it could be sold 
anyway without the codicil and torn down. It 
needs a permanent solution. 

Look at it this way. When this house was 
sold for $4 million a few months ago, the 
buyer had to pay about $100,000 in taxes to 
the CPF Preservation Fund. All that property 
up on Hayground will soon be fenced off with . 
hedgerows. Even if saved there, nobody will see 
it. Instead, I propose the Town use the $100,000 
to have the house moved where everyone 
can see it—to Main Street Bridgehampton, 
downtown. There is an old 1980s badly built 
modern structure next to the historic Nathaniel 
Rogers house, across from the Topping Rose 
House. This modern structure is quite small 
and flimsy, originally built around 1980 as a 
garden center. It was abandoned for about 20 
years before it became used again as an annex 
for the Bridgehampton Museum archives. Tear 
down that nondescript building. Replace it 
with the Haines House, which could be towed 
over there. It would look majestic and beautiful 
there, as a combination historic house for 
visitors and archive annex upstairs. (i.

B ridgehampton has a long, illustrious history 
of auto racing dating back more than a 
century. From the early days of organized 
street racing in 1915 to the heyday of the 
Bridgehampton Race Circuit, this rural town 
has long been an unlikely bastion 
of the sport. Since 1993, the 
Bridgehampton Museum has 
celebrated this storied past 
with its annual Bridgehampton 
Road Rally, a vintage car drive on 
public streets that conjures the spirit 
of the hamlet’s first road races. 

Now, instead of speed, the 
Rally—and also the brand new Tour 
d’Hamptons—invites drivers and their 
navigators to come to Bridgehampton on 
Saturday, October 1, to become part of this 
history with a leisurely, yet thrilling, drive 
through the Hamptons. In preparation for the 
big day—which also includes a classic car 
showcase, food, drink, live music and a lineup 
of exciting activities on the grounds of the 
Bridgehampton Museum—here are 20 fast facts 
to get your motors running. 


1. In keeping with Bridgehampton’s racing 
history and the community’s love of vintage 
automobiles, any car looking to enter the 
Road Rally must have been built before 1970. 
Entry is only $100 per car (that includes a 
driver and a navigator), and comes with a pair 
of box lunches, gift bag, and access to the 
post-Rally cocktail party and awards ceremony. 


2. The Road Rally route—kept a guarded 
secret until event day—is approximately 
60 miles and includes historic trivia sites, 
along with four stops to collect poker cards 

(a fifth card will be given upon returning 
to the Museum at the Rally’s 
conclusion). After all cars are 

back, the car with the best 
poker hand wins a special 
prize. 

- 3. The best hand in poker is a royal 
flush: That’s 10, Jack, Queen, King, 
Ace—all in the same suit (hearts, 
spades, diamonds or clubs).

Countach, even a classic Brass car—this is 
the ride for you! Like the Rally, entry is only

5. Drivers in the Road Rally will answer 
trivia questions by getting out of the car and 
exploring the property at each trivia stop. A 
great way to learn some Hamptons history. 

6. This year there is a prize for the Rally car 
that returns to the Bridgehampton Museum 
closest to the official projected Rally time, 
as pre-determined by the Rally Coordinator. 


Teams must obey all traffic regulations while 
making allowances for lunch, “pit stops,” poker

7. Local firemen sponsored Bridgehampton’s 
first road races as part of their summer 
Fireman’s Fair carnival in 1915. The drivers ran 
laps around a rectangular course that included 
Main Street, Halsey Lane, Paul’s Lane and Ocean 
Avenue. These early races continued until 1921. 

8. The races were revived in 1949, drawing 
as many as 180 cars New York press corps and 
up to 40,000 spectators, but in 1953 these 
thrilling events again came to an end after a 
number of accidents here and in other street- 
racing venues. 

9. One of America’s first closed tracks— 
and one of its most challenging—the 
Bridgehampton Race Circuit, aka The Bridge, 
started construction in 1953 and opened in 
1957. Thus began a long history of professional 
auto racing in the Hamptons. The Race Circuit 
closed for good in 1998. 

10. The Bridgehampton Race Circuit property 
was developed into a beautiful golf club, also 
called The Bridge, which opened in 2002. 
Remnants of the Race Circuit, such as the 
Chevron Bridge, the famous Millstone Turn, a 
scoring tower, and guardrails and flag stations, 
still stand as part of the Rees Jones—designed 
golf course. 

11. NASCAR brought its Grand National Races 
to the Bridgehampton Racing Circuit in 1964. 
Three more Grand Nationals occurred there in 
subsequent years. 
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Tour d’Hampions and the History of Racing in Bridgehampton 


12. Film star Paul Newman sat 
shotgun in racing legend Mario 
Andretti’s Mustang 427 as he raced

stories of the road with fellow drivers 
and noted guests from the day’s Main 
Tent activities.

Is your painting of Suffolk Theater a 
recent piece? 

I did a bunch of paintings in the early 
2000s that were landmarks of the East End. 
First, Southampton and then I did a series of 
the North Shore. That particular one of the 
Suffolk Theater I did in 2005. There were about 
10 paintings of that series in a show... Then 
there was [an art show] at the Riverhead 
Library in their exhibition space. I had put in 
the landmark paintings and a few others— 
altogether about 30 paintings. It did well. 


You show a lot of love to the East End in your 
work. Did you grow up here? 

I was born in this country in 1965, but in 
67 my parents moved to Holland. My father 
was in international banking and worked for

Citibank. So I was there learning 
Dutch—we lived near Haarlem, 
near the coast. In ’72 we moved 
to England so I spent my years 
there playing cricket and rugby, 
and having an English education. 
In ’83, I wanted to go to college 
in the States and got into 
Southampton College, where | 
had my formal art training. 

After graduation, I decided, 
because of the weather and a 
few other factors, to stay on the 
East End instead of going back 
to England. At first I wanted to 


I got hurt and couldn’t paint 
right-handed. I tried left-handed 
and it opened me up—I became 
more free flowing, there was 
more shape, texture. The 
Impressionists were an influence. 
I finally did get the use of my right 
hand back, so then began two- 
handed painting. It catapulted 
my style and how I use color. 
I’ve begun to incorporate oil 
pastels now. Once the paint 
dries, I use oil pastel over it, and 
it creates a dry-brush effect. I did 
glazing for a while, too, it’s 


become an illustrator, so I went 

to Sayville and studied under a professor who 
had taught at Parsons. I learned a lot from that 
guy. He called me a colorist. After that, I took 
a hiatus for about 4 to 5 years, and finally got 
back into painting. Now I’ve been painting for 
20 years. 

During that hiatus, | did a few menial jobs— 
carpentry, construction—but art was always 
pulling me back. Then | started working at 
Morris Studio and learned how to become a 
framer—I was always around artists but didn’t 
paint as much as I used to. The creative juices 
were always pulling, though—lI’d see a beautiful 
sunset and think of painting. 


Who are some of your favorite artists or 
sources of inspiration? 
At one point during my construction years, 


constantly evolving. I like trying 
different techniques. 

I'm inspired by Monet, John Singer Sargent, 
N.C. Wyeth. I enjoy other Impressionists, 
Renoir, of course, but mostly Monet. His use 
of color was fascinating. The grass isn’t always 
green. The sky isn’t always blue. He had a great 
understanding of color.

olks know Riverhead for its big attractions, the 

Long Island Aquarium and Suffolk Theater, and 
its fabulous street festivals that light up downtown. 
The area has become a popular destination for 
crowds heading back from a day in wine country, 
bringing tons of business to local restaurants 
and venues. But, beneath this, something else is 
brewing. Riverhead has quietly become a craft beer 
destination. Long Ireland and Moustache Brewing 
have been drawing in beer enthusiasts for years, but 
small brewing companies are cropping up across 
the town, and it’s time everyone gets to know them 
a bit better. 

Crooked Ladder Brewing is a diagonal tasting room 
on West Main Street. The weird angles and classic 
brick interior lend the space a modern, quirky 
atmosphere. For the fall, Outta My Vine Pumpkin 
Ale (5.7% ABV) is now on tap. Stevie Czelatka, 
the head brewer, says, “this a very sessionable, 
medium-bodied, lightly spiced pumpkin ale 
brewed with fresh ginger and cinnamon.” You 
can also try their Fresh Hop Black IPA (6% ABV), 
a malty, roasted brew with hops sourced locally 
from LI Hops. 

You can find Long Ireland Beer Company on 
Pulaski Street, open seven days a week. They’ve 
currently got 10 beers on tap. Their 5% ABV 
Pumpkin Ale is brewed using pumpkin purée and 
spices. You can stop by for a tour any time. Visit 
longirelandbrewing.com to find out more.

Mustache Brewing Co. recently released its Black 
Currant Porter. A perfect beer for the end of summer, 
the currant cuts through the bitterness for a nice, 
balanced taste. Of course, they’ve always got on tap 
their Milk and Honey Ale, (6% ABV) which, made 
with non-fermentable milk sugar, has a smooth, 
sweet finish. 

Long Beard Brewing is drumming up interest, as 
they’ve mysteriously taken over Riverhead’s Second 
Street Firehouse. With their Long Beard emblem on 
the door and constant construction, it’s clear that 
something is afoot, but, what does this newcomer 
have to offer the Riverhead beer scene? 

“We’ve actually been a brewing company for over 
four years now,” says co-owner Paul Carlin, one half 
of the Long Beard team. “We waited a long time for

the perfect location. We took a chance, and it turned 
out for the better. We’re really excited about being 
in Riverhead. The fact that Riverhead is becoming a 
craft beer town its even better for us. We think the 
location is definitely part of our recipe for success.” 

Another part of that recipe is Carlin and business 
partner Craig Waltz’s imaginative and no-nonsense 
approach to their brews. They know what flavor 
they want, and they know how to make it happen. 
Currently they’ve got a roster of about 16 different 
beers, including an IPA, double IPA, pale ale, and a 
Salt Caramel Scottish Ale. New to their lineup is a 
beer designed for the autumn weather, a caramelized 
peach old mill milk stout.

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Robby Krieger Lights Your Fire

he Doors guitarist Robby Krieger is listed 

among Rolling Stone’s 100 Greatest Guitarists 
of All Time. He’s penned some of the legendary 
rock group’s biggest hits like “Light My Fire.” He’s 
been inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. 
On September 24, you'll have the chance to 
hear him perform at Suffolk Theater in Riverhead. 
Krieger spoke with Dan’s Papers about getting his 
start playing flamenco guitar, the passing of Doors 
front man Jim Morrison and Krieger’s charity The 
Music Path. 


So how'd you get started playing 
the guitar? 

I was into music when I was 
a teenager, but not rock and roll. 
I was into folk music and blues. 
My dad had some flamenco records | | 
and I would always try to copy | 
them. I also took lessons. Starting on 
[flamenco] guitar definitely helped 
be because when /! first started 
playing rock and roll electric guitar 
I used the same techniques as I'd 
learned on the flamenco, so I never 
used a pick. I always used finger 
picking, and I think that made me 
sound different from everyone else. 


You collaborated on_ two 
more original Doors albums Be 
after the death . of Jim _ Robby Krieger 


Morrison. What was that process like for you? 

It wasn’t easy. When you have a singer like Jim 
Morrison you can’t just replace him. When Jim had 
gone to Paris we fully expected him to come back, so 
we kept working on new songs. We decided that Ray 
Manzarek and I would sing, and see what happens. A 
lot of people really liked those two albums. We didn’t 
want to replace Jim Morrison because that would be 
a dishonor. 


What has the creative process taught you? 

I think it’s good to go as deep into your mind as 
you can, and try to find what’s 
at the basis of everything, and 
not just what may be happening 
right now. 


What’s one of the most memorable 
moments of your career? 

Writing “Light my Fire.” I had 
never really written. a whole song 
before. Jim was writing the songs, 
and he asked us to write some too 
because we didn’t have enough 
originals. | asked him, “What should 
I write about?” And he said to just 
write about something universal, 
something that won’t go out of 
style next year. So I figured I would 
write about the four elements— 
earth, air, fire or water. | picked 

fire because I always liked that 
esong by The Rolling Stones, “Play 
with Fire.”

What’s the goal of your charity, The Music Path? 
It’s really important. The Music Path is to get music 
back in schools, but not just band like most schools 
have. This is more to teach kids to get together and 
just play music and form their own bands. A lot of 
people are interested in The Music Path because I 
think music has been lacking in schools lately. Music 
is important for kids to learn because it’s like a 
different language.

I just finished building the studio. It’s called 
Horse Latitudes, which. is. one of The Doors 
songs, and we concentrate on: the 60s sound of 
analog tape recorders. | think the big problem 


_ with music today is that it’s become so digitally 


mastered. Anybody can make a song on a computer 
now, and because of that everything is kind of 
sounding the same. 


What can Doors fans expect when they see you 
perform at Suffolk Theater? : 

For these shows coming up it’s just going to be The 
Doors Stuff. I’ve got my son Waylon singing and he 
does a really good job, as well as guys who’ve played 
with Ray Manzarek and me over the last 20 years. It’ll 
be a total Doors show. i

Shark Pup Nursery Discovered Off Montauk 


BY KELLY LAFFEY 


N* shark pups were recently tagged off the 
coast of Montauk by a team of researchers, 
confirming suspicions that a great white shark 
birthing site exists in Long Island’s waters. This is 
the only known great white shark pup nursery in the 
northern Atlantic. Among the first two tagged were 
Montauk, a 50-pound, 4-foot female white shark; 
and Hudson, a 67-pound, 5-foot male white shark. 
The others were named Manhattan, Paumanok, 
Gratitude, Gotham, Brunswick, Hampton and Teddy. 
Watching the migratory patterns and behaviors of 
the baby whites will help scientists understand more 
about these animals. 

“The presence of these apex Satire is a 
good sign of the ecological health of our local 
ocean,” said Dr. Merry Camhi, Director of the 
Wildlife Conservation Society's (WCS) New York 
Seascape Program. 

Researchers from WCS, National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric (NOAA) Fisheries, Southampton 
Schools, Florida Atlantic University, New Jersey 
Institute of Technology and Stony Brook University 
were recently part of the three-week expedition off 
the coast of Montauk, with the goal of obtaining data 
to further the understanding of sharks in the Atlantic 
Ocean, including their ecology, physiology and 


behavior. Specifically, the researchers hoped to tag 

juvenile white sharks, as very little is known about 

their migratory patterns in the Northern Atlantic. 
“We've learned a lot about the adult sharks in recent 


years, but the pups are still a complete mystery,” 
said Tobey Curtis, lead scientist and Fisheries 
Manager at NOAA Fisheries. “Tagging these baby 
white sharks will help us better understand how 
essential Long Island waters are for their survival.” 

Prior to the start of the exhibition, there was 
suspicion that a great white shark pup nursery 
existed in our local waters, based on the migratory 
patters of five adult great white sharks previously 
tagged by OCEARCH. OCEARCH is dedicated to 
researching and generating information about 
important marine species. This was OCEARCH’s 
first time hosting a trip in New York waters. 

“The waters off Long Island are the only known 
hot spot for baby white sharks in the North 
Atlantic,” Curtis announced prior to the expedition. 
“White sharks and other species rely on New

of their lives. Understanding where, when and how 
these sharks use this area can help us better predict 
how human activities might be impacting them.” 

In addition to being tagged, the team collected 
tissue, blood, muscle and fin clip samples from 
the sharks. These samples will be used to learn 
much more about shark behaviors, including 
examination of fine and broad-scale movements, 


habitat use, site fidelity, residency and feeding 
‘behavior; as well as allow scientists to learn more 


about their reproduction. 

Prior to the expedition, OCEARCH noted that many 
Long Islanders are unaware that great white sharks 
lurk just off the coast of the south shore’s beaches. 


But the organization hopes to change the perception 
of great whites from one of fear, to one of fascination 
and curiosity. 

“The data coming from these sharks will help us 
understand the ecosystem off New York and manage 
the area toward a balanced, abundant future,” says 
Chris Fisher, who led the expedition. Eventually, the 
data collected will be used in helping to assist with 
policy decisions.

Duets Tell_One Universal Story of Love

own a long, hidden driveway in Napeague, artist 
Will Ryan walks among dozens of paintings 
scattered around his porch and studio, each one 
nearing completion. Completed pieces hang proudly 
in his living room. Ryan chuckles at the stories 
behind their origin and collaborative process. Next 
week they will all be hanging in The White Room 
Gallery in Bridgehampton as part of his new show. 
Dubbed “East End Duets,” the exhibition brings 
together some of the East End’s most acclaimed 
artists, each one collaborating with Ryan, entering 
pieces in several media, ranging from paintings to 
sculptures to collage.

“It’s very tribal out here, y’know. That’s what the 
show is—embracing the community. Especially the 
art community,” says Ryan. 

The show has been in the planning stages for half 
a year now, rising out of Ryan’s recovery from his 
diagnosis of amyloidosis in 2014. 

A form of cancer, amyloidosis creates abnormal 
protein cells in the bone marrow, which are then 
carried through blood plasma and can be deposited 
in any organ, shutting it down. Being treated at 
Memorial Sloan Kettering Cancer Center in New 
York, Ryan was put through chemotherapy, which 
only exacerbated his condition. He was then given 
the option of a stem cell transplant. 

The transplant took place on February 25; 2015. He 
spent the next year recovering. 

“I was at Sloan Kettering for five weeks and then 
I was at my sister’s house for two months, pretty 
much in quarantine. When | finally returned [to the 
East End], I got so much love from friends and family, 
it was overwhelming.” 

The tremendous amount of love and compassion 
Ryan received upon his return led to the conception 
of the upcoming art show, one comprised entirely of 
collaborations with his friends and respected peers 
within the art community on the East End. 

“Some are friends, some are people I know, some 
I don’t know but I appreciate their work. I went by 
what was going to work aesthetically and who I was 
going to enjoy working with,” says Ryan. 

“We visited each other’s studios and | asked if they 
had anything to give me. I told everyone there are 
no rules except let’s try to keep it joyful. | wanted to 
have this show and celebrate life. This show is about 
compassion and joy—if you have any dark stuff, 
leave it at home.” 

The final product is a collection of paintings 
that blend Ryan’s non-representational, spiritual 
aesthetic with his collaborators’ contributions of 
the tangible. A lovely seascape by Sally Breen rests 
peacefully under Ryan’s addition of a psychedelic, 
textured sky of gold-leaf and silver; detailed freighters, 


submarines and schooners drawn in ballpoint ink by 
Scott Bluedorn balance upon Ryan’s thick, rough, 
purple strokes on a field of white. It’s the presence 
of the spiritual, the ineffable, that unites all these 
pieces, celebrating the beauty of the natural world 
and the spiritual realm that resides around it. 

Along with the visual collaborations, a second part 
in the works will feature an album of duets entirely 
improvised between Ryan and fellow musicians and 
artists. The album will include a book of poetry 
by Ryan and his friends, continuing his theme 
of community and collaboration. He hopes to 


have it completed by early November. 

Ryan is now planning for future installments of 
this series. Ryan is lining up “Duets West,” a show he 
hopes to open early next year during his winter stay 
in Ojai, California. @&

Tweed’s Is a Classic in Riverhead

weed’s Restaurant & Buffalo Bar is a landmark 

in Riverhead, an establishment tailor made for 
lunch or dinner while one is out enjoying the many 
shopping venues the area has to offer. Located in 
a historic building downtown, The John J. Sullivan 
Hotel, Tweed’s takes you back to a classic dining 
experience without any pretention. 

Our friendly server Jeannine helped us navigate 
our way through a fantastic meal, starting off with 
a beautiful glass of Vie Vité Rosé from France, 
which was crisp and slightly sweet, perfect on 
a late summer evening. Shrimp cocktail was 
next, with a twist of fresh guacamole and local 
tomatoes diced and arrayed prettily on top. The 
shrimp were perfectly cooked; firm with that 
satisfying crunch, and seasoned so well you could 


‘enjoy them sans sauce. 


Fried calamari came out piping hot and cooked 
until crispy, with the meat still melt-in-your-mouth 
tender. Served alongside a hot, tomato-y pink sauce, 
the pairing was heavenly. 

Grilled Bison kebabs, a Tweed’s signature dish, 
were next. The chunks of bison meat were cooked 
to medium-rare and glowed like jewels upon a bed 
of homemade barbeque sauce. The meat was tender 
and flavorful, so similar to the flavor of beef but with 
an essence that points to its origin. If you’ve never 
eaten bison, Tweed’s is the place to give it a try— 
their bison are born and bred right here on Long 
Island, and it doesn’t get any better than that.

duck and the tart, slightly sweet sauce was playful 
on the palate and kept me going back for more. The 
crispy skin on the leg was heavenly, the fat rendered 
perfectly, leaving the delectably crunchy skin, which 
was devoured. The bison filet mignon was simple 
steakhouse perfection, tender and moist, served 
with a tarragon demi-glace that paired well with 
the bison flavor. 

There were so many temptations for dessert, 
including a special old fashioned apple cake, but | 
chose a classic creme brilée to end my meal, and |

was not disappointed. The creamy, luscious custard 
was riddled with fresh vanilla beans and the torched 
sugar on top was crisp and sweet. It was just right 
alongside my decaf cappuccino, served with biscotti 
and a sugar crystal to stir. Divine. 

The presentation of food at Tweed’s must be 
mentioned. Everything was plated. with care and 
purpose, some dishes playfully so, like our Grilled 
Bison kabobs, which came out with “Tweed’s” spelt 
out in their barbeque sauce. A restaurant that takes 
care with its presentation is top notch in my book.

How to Host a Hamptons Clambake

What better way to wrap up summer than with a tasty clambake on the beach?

henomenal East End sunsets, delicious seafood, 

friends and family gathered together—late 
summer is the perfect time to host a beachside party 
in the Hamptons. 


What is a clambake? 

Picture this: clams, ‘lobster and_ other 
seafood, chicken, potatoes and sweet corn, 
steamed in a pit over heated stones, under a 
bed of seaweed, with the fresh  salt-scented 
air of East End beaches and the sound of 
crashing waves. 

“The perfect clambake i is great food and drink, with 
great friends, on the most beautiful beaches in the 
world,” states Marc Miller of Hampton Clambake in 
East Hampton. 

Jean Mackenzie of The Clamman Seafood Market 
in Southampton describes the essence of this event. 
“A clambake is perfect weather, hay bales around 
the bonfire, steamed-on-the-beach lobster, corn, 
clams, mussels and, for dessert, watermelon, with an 
afterparty of s’mores and cognac.” 


What you need to know: 

When preparing for your own beach shindig, 
Captain Phil Gay of Southampton’s East End 
Clambakes recommends releasing your cares 
and concerns to the professionals. “Do get 
someone who has been in the business, and has a 
great reputation. Let the caterer take care of all the 
particulars. This is not a time to save a couple of 
bucks,” says Gay. 

Miller says, “Don’t try to do it yourself. It may seem 
easy, but pros do it better.” Miller suggests hiring a 
company that knows the area. “Certain beaches are 
better than others. Hire an expert. There’s a fine art 
to cooking great food on the beach, and Hampton 
Clambake has 25 years of events, ranging from 20 to 
300 people.” 

Mackenzie advises to take the weather into 


consideration. “You need to have a Plan B! Whether 
it’s a tent or a move inside.” She cautions to keep in 
mind the older guests on your list. If you’re on the 
beach, are they able to walk to the party or restroom? 
If not, you may need to put down walkways and have 
a 4x4 available for transporting guests on and off the 
beach. She recommends for those having beach or 
park clambakes to look into portable bathrooms for 
their guests. 

You need to know your guests’ dietary preferences 
and allergies. Another thing to keep in mind, according 
to Mackenzie, is having extra sweatshirts, sweaters 
or wraps on hand in case the weather cools off 
or the wind picks up. Mackenzie offers up a party 
favor suggestion as well, “If your clambake is on the 
beach, flip flops are a nice touch. Your guests will 
be able to take them home as a memento of your 
clambake party.” 


Making your clambake memorable: 

' Mackenzie recommends coming up with a theme 
for your clambake. “Do have a reason for your party. 
Create an atmosphere using lighting, linen choices 
and table decorations and write out a rough outline 
of the menu you would like.” 

Celebrity clambakes on the East End have included 
concerts, mariachi bands flown in from Mexico, low 
tables with white tablecloths, hurricane lamps, tiki 
torches and bonfires. “We do one annually in front 
of a private home in Sagaponack. The décor is beach 
chie with great linen, chairs, lighting and flowers. 
The food is always a hit. Another big, fun party 
involved lighted tables, bars and lounge areas. It 
looked awesome at night,” recalls Miller. 

Above all, “Do come ready to have a great time. 
There’s nothing more quintessentially Hamptons 
than a clambake with the roar of the ocean in the 
background,” says Miller. “We like to say the beach 
is the star of the party.”
